Promises to Resist 
Rebels’ Entry. 


San Antonio, Tex., Nov. 25.—[Special.) 
en. Lucio Blanco, the man whom Ville 
and the convention had expected to main- 
tain peace in Mexico City until Villa 
could reach the national capital with Pro- 
visional President Gutierrez and take 
charge, has fied. 

Emiliano Zapata, supposed by Villa 
and Gutierries to be a party to and sup- 
porter of the convention, has entered 
Mexico City, taken possession, and re- 
pudiated both Gutierrez and Villa, at 
the same time announcing his intention 
of resisting their entry into the city. 
Zapata is reported to have captured 
Mexico City after a brisk battle in the 
capital's outskirts yesterday afternoon. 
Sixty soldiers are reported to have fallen. 
When it became apparent Zapata would 
win the fight, Gen. Blanco and his men 
withdrew. 


Villa Troops Defeated. 
Carranza troops have rallied at Guada- 
lajara and beaten off the attacking Villa 
troops under command of Gen. Felipe 
Angeles, chief of Villa's artillery, who is 
awaiting reinforcements. 

Carranza troops also have checked 
Villa's march against Tampico and have 
sent sufficient reinforcements to hold the 
town againet his attack. A gunboat is 
to cotperate. . 

This summarizes the development 
today ia Mexico as indicated by dis 
patches received here and elsewhere on 
the border, some of them partisan re- 
ports. 

It is known positively that Mexico City 
has been denuded of its Constitutional- 
ist troops and that rioting and looting 
have been taking place in the national 
capital.

The Carranzistas are 
jubilant and assert that the Villa and 
Zapata armies will be fighting between 
themselves in the capital in a few hours. 
It is this condition which the Carran- 
sistas expect to enable them to gain the 
ascendancy. They look for Zapata and 
Ville to call in all possible reinforcements 
to fight for the possession of the capital. 
Meantime the Carranzistas hope to draw 
a cordon about the battling armies and 
crush them.

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Germans Lose 40,000 
Men in Lodz Battle, 
Petrograd Reports, 


BATTLE AT WHITE HEAT 


[By Cable to Chicago Tribune. ! 

LONDON, Nov, 26.—Petrograd is cele- 
brating what it considers the greatest 
victory of the war—the battle just ter- 
minating in northern Poland. In many 
quarters it is called the turning point in 
the eastern campaign and on its final 
success rests the early advance on Berlin. 
The Germans, it is the belief of mili-+ 
tary experts here, are making a last 
stand at Lodz. They insist that the back- 
bone of the German advance on Warsaw 
has been broken. While a defeat is not 
admitted in the German official state- 
ment, which says that the Russian coun- 
ter offensive in thie vicinity has failed, the 
language used does not appear to be 
overly optimistic. In fact, a single sen- 
tence in the report covers this part of the 

campaign. . 

The Russian victory is verified in a 
dispatch from the Daily Mail correspond- 

ent in Petrograd, which says: 

“The action near Lodz resulted in a 
great Russian victory. One division of 
Germans already has surrendered and an- 
other is in such a hopeless position that it

One of the most significant pleces of 
news regarding the Russian operations 
comes from Budapest, where if is ad- 
mitted that the czar’s troops again have 
invaded Hungary and have reached the: 
county of Ung, about thirty-five miles 
south of the Carpathians, and the county 
of Zemplin, fifty miles to the south of 
those mountains. The troops which in- 
vaded Ung, according to this report, have 
been driven back to the frontier, while 
action is being taken against those in 
Zemplin. 
A report from Rome says Zempin is 
now controlled by the Russians. 
That the Russian general staff is pre- 
paring to hold the advantages already 
gained is indicated tonight in a dispatch 
from Petrograd, saying that the first re- 
serves have been called to the colors. 
It is expected that these soldiers, who 
have been in training for some time, will 
take their place at the front and give 
new impetus to the big Russian move- 
ment. 

Report Germans in Retreat. 
An unofficial report received here from 
Petrograd says on the entire front of the 
Vistula and Warta rivers the Germans 
have begun a retreat. At some points, it 
is said, the backward movement resem- 
bles a rout, artillery, ammunition, and 
commissary stores being left on the field. 
One detachment of Germans in the 
front fighting before Lods, which was 
cut to pieces by the Russians, this report 
insista, was on the point of executing a 
coup disguised as Russians when discov- 
ered. They wore the round fur peaked 
caps which form a part of the Caucasian 
regiments’ uniform, it is alleged. They 
were detécted as they were about to turn 
the Russians’ flank by Russian officers, 
who noted through their field glasses 
alight differences in the uniform and 
equipment of the Germans.

From German Point of View. 

BERLIN, by wireless to London, Nov. 
25.—Im the official communication issued 
by the German general staff today, the 
Germans claim to have repulsed ail the 
Russian attacks in East Prussia and to 
have checked the Russian counter at- 
tacks in Russian Poland. 

The text of the statement follows: 

In East Prussia our troops repulsed all 
the Russian attacks. 

In the counter offensive of the Rus- 
gians from the direction of Lowicz, Stry- 
kow, and Brzeziny they failed. 

In the district of Czenstochowa all 
the Russian attempts also broke down 
before our front.“ 

The Austrian official report published 
today announces tnat the Austrian 
troops have gained ground in the direc- 
tion of Wolbrom, and this, taken in con- 
nection with the German report from 
Czenstochowa and the district to the 
north of Cracow, shows, in the opinion of 
the German military authorities, that 
the Teuton allies are working together on 
the south wing to good purpose. 


BRITISH RAISE QUESTION of

Asquith Is Reminded People Are 
Taxed to Pay Annuities to Cer- 
tain of the Kaiser’s Soldiers. 


LONDON, Nov. 2.—The question 
whether big annuities were being paid to 
certain relatives of the reigning royal 
family when members of their families 
were fighting for Germany against Great 
‘Britain was raised in the house of com- 
mons today by William Young, M. P. for 
Perthshire. : 

Mr. Young asked Premier Asquith 
whether he was aware that Prince Albert 
of Schleswig-Holstein, son of Princess 
Christian of Schleswig-Holstein, a 
daughter of the late Queen Victoria and 
aunt of King George, was engaged as 1 
combatant with the German army; 
whether the prince was in this country 
at the outbreak of the war, and whether 
any effort had been made to detain him. 

Mr. Asquith replied curtly that he had 
been informed that Prince Albert was 
serving in a military capacity in Ger- 
many.“ but that he had no knowledge 
when he left England. Mr. Young then 
Suggested that the status of the prince’s 
family, who he said evidently were Ger- 
man citizens, should be inquired into. He 
asked the premier whether he considered 
it just and expedient that the British 
taxpayer should be calied upon to pay 
$20,000 per annum for the upkeep cf this 
family.’’ 

To this Mr. Asquith made no response.

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AN ARMISTICE: 
REPULSE ENEMY 
Paris Statement Says German 


Appeal in Vicinity of Ver- 
dun Was Declined, 


LONDON, Nov. 28.— The official state- 
ment given out in Paris today asserted 
that the allies have made gains at many 
points along the battle line in Belgium 
and France. 

One of the more significant statements 
in the bulletin is that the Germans asked 
for and were refused an armistice follow- 
ihg a repulse of an attack by their forces 
northwest of the great French fortress of 
Verdun. 

Unofficial dispatches have been received 
here saying the success of the allies in 
this district has given rise to the hopo 
that the German stronghold of Metz may 
become the next objective of the French 
army. . 

The statement given out in Berlin did 
not mention any activity on the western 
front except in the vicinity of Arras. 
where the Germans are said to be mak- 
ing progress. 


French Official Statement. 
The official statement in Paris was as 
follows: 7

Await Great German Attack. 

The fighting in the western theater still 
consists to a large extent of artillery 
duels. There is evidence, however, that 
the Germans contemplate another des- 
perate effort to get through to the French 
coast ports. 

Every report from Belgium by way of 
Holland shows that the Germans are 
bringing up reinforcements and guns, out 
so closely is the secret guarded that there 
is no indication as to where the blow is 
to be delivered. It will doubtless be a 
heavy one, backed by all the men, guns, 
and other machines of war. 

Dispatches from Dover say that the 
British destroyers which played an im- 
portant part in the bombardment of Zee- 
brugge on Monday have withdrawn 
without a single casualty and are return- 
ing to home ports to take on stores. 


BRITISH INDIAN TROOPS 
ON SUEZ CANAL DEFEATED. 


Turks Bring Up Batteries to De- 
stroy Constructive Works and 
Bottle Up King George’s Ships. 


BERLIN, by wireless to Sayville, Nov. 
25.—The British Indian troops along the 
Suez canal have been defeated, accord- 
ing to a report from Milan. 

The Turks are advancing with heavy 
batteries to destroy the constructive works 
of the canal.

REFUSE . 
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Von Jagow, ‘Germany’ 8 Minister of Foreign. 
Analyzes War’s Causes in Inte 
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[War Correspondent of The 

GREAT HEADQUARTERS OF 
GERMAN AKMY IN FRANCE, Nov. 10. 
—Around tho corner from the red brick 
villa occupied by the German emperor 
during his stay in this French town isa 
less pretentious villa with a walled court: 
yard. A sentry stands at the bottom of 
the steps leading up to the wide door- 
way, and he salutes with great precision 
as official persons come and go all day 
long and far into the night. 

The place is very quiet but very active. 
Military servants, who pass along the 
broad corridors, speak almost in whis- 
pers. Doors are opened and shut very 
softly. The lovdest sound you hear is 
the click of the boot heels of officers who 
pause to salute each other at parting. 


Occasionally ss the door of an upper 


chamber is opened you catch the rattle 
and whir of typewriting machines. No 
door is opened without a very explicit but 
very subdued knock, 


Where You Wait Your Turn. 

On the first floor is a waiting room, 
where persons seeking speech with the 
busy, soft stepping chiefs upstaire are 
requested to await an answer. Often 
they wait for many, many minutes. Ex- 
tremely ceremonious young lieutenants 
may bring them a newspaper to help 
pass the time. Everybody is civil, but no- 
body is effusive. 

The place is heavy with the formality 
—and the caution—of a great govern- 
ment office, and the sense of stately rou- 
tine ig oppressive. As you sit waiting 
you have to force yourself to the reall- 
zation that all that happens is happening 
in the enemy’s country, and that it was 
only a few days ago that the sound of 
distant cannonuding could be heard from 
the windows of this villaof a Frenchman, 
who had fied to Paris, or perhaps to Bor- 
deaux. The truth is that it is the invad- 
ing chiefs sitting in richly decorated 
rooms upstairs who seem most at home, 
and the townspeople who pass in the 
streets below who seem like strangers. 


Escorted Into “the Presence.” 

The word comes that the visitor from 
America who is waiting in the room at 
the front of the stairs is begged to pre- 
sent himself to his excellency " (“ex- 
lennz”™) the secretary of the foreign of- 
fice. ‘*‘ Minister of foreign affairs” we 
would call him. A major and a captain 
had escorted the visitor from the pre- 
fecture in which the general staff of the 
German armies is installed to these head- 
quarters of the foreign office at the front. 

When that message comes the captain 
rises, but remains in the waiting room be- 
low stairs. The major atcompanieés the 
visitor to the foot of the wide staircase, 
where the two are joined by another of- 
ficer. The three ascend, and pass down a 
dimly lighted corridor. 

The officer who appears to be part of 
the suite or staff of the ministry taps 
softly at a double doorway. At a cali 
from within he bows the visitor into an 
ante-chamber, where two or three men, 
all in unifor are bending over tables 
covered deep With an orderly array of 
printed and typewritten documents and 
letters and dispatches in script and in 
typewriting. An under secretary rises, 
bows, and utters some commonplaces of 
greeting. 

The “Vanishing Officers.” 


Meanwhile, without the visitor know- 
ing quite how it happened, the major and 
the other officer have vanished. Every- 
thing is done so quietly that it is un- 
canny. The visitor is floundering about 
with his few words of German when a 
short, pale man appears at the doorway 
of an inner chamber. 

It is a pleasure to welcome you,” he 
says. Won't you step this way?” 

He beckons the visitor into the room, he, 
too, murmuring some commonplaces of 
He speaks perfect English. 

This is the astute Von Jagow, the great 
secretary, who, next tothe emperor, prob- 
ably knows more interesting secrets than 
any other man in Germany—or out of it— 
today. He bids the visitor take a chair in 
front of the fire. It is a raw day, and the 
fire is pleasant. On the other side of the 
replace is another chair. The visitor ob- 
serves that the chair he has been asked to 


take faces a window of which the curtains 
are drawn wide. But the minister sits 
with his back to the light. 


Not an Even Trade. 

“The old diplomatic routine,” the vis- 
itor says to himself. If I had any sec- 
rets worth hearing he would get them, but 
I can’t have any of his.” 

So reflecting, the visitor blinks at the 
light and decides that he has lost the first 
point in this interview. He will be told, 
he knows, precisely what the soft step- 
ping gentieman with his back to the light 
wishes him to hear. Well, after all, that 
is fair enough. He did not ask me to 
come. 

With a gesture of velvet the minister 
motions to the cigarets, solicitously light- 
ing and holding a match the while. We 
smoke, and there is vague talk that gives 
the visitor a chance to study his face. 

A young man, this Von Jagow. or a 
young face, one would say, set on a tired 
body. He seems almost an invalid. His 
manner is suave, suave to punctilious- 
ness, but there is a certain physical list- 
lessness in it, The mental poise, though, 
is superb. He does not speak so much 
slowly as carefully. He never hesitates 
for a word and he never hurries. He does 
not appear to be sharply observing his 
| visitor, but the visitor has a sense of being 
quietly fathomed—of being what we 
would call in America sized up.“ And 
so he decides that here is a time that he 
must utter not a syllable more than he 
actually means to utter and that he must 
not let that equable voice and those 
quiet, receptive eyes lead him into pala- 
ver. Just as the visitor is thus taking 
himself importantly, the minister lays a 
very white hand against his cheek and 
says, I am very unhappy today.“ 

He says it as softly as he might say, 
„ Will you call me when dinner is 
served? 


Needs a Yankee Dentist. 


The visitor expresses solicitude and 
wonders what is coming. 

Tes,“ says the minister, I have lost 
a filling from one of my teeth, and there 
is no American dentist at great head- 
quarters.” 

Remembering how at great headquarters 
he has seen every kind of functionary 
from a German emperor to a German 
bookbinder, the visitor is surprised at this 
and wonders whether somebody in au- 
thority has not been guilty of an over- 
sight. 

The minister smiles wanly at this mild 
joke and replied: Tes, the nearest 
American dentist is in Cologne—and I 
cannot go there.” 


“But War Is War.“ 

He asks the visttor where he has been. 
The visitor speaks of Belgian and French 
cities, and touches briefly on the condi- 
tion of the population in the smaller Bel- 
gian cities, and he tells how amid the 
ruins of Dinant 600 destitute families are 
being fed daily by the German army. 

“I too have been in Dinant,“ says the 
minister. “It is terrible, but WAR IS 
WAR.” 

We talk of some of the various aspects 
of the war, and he wonders, apropos of 
German naval operations, of which news 
has just come, if this war does not mean 
the end of great navies—the end, too, of 
the huge dreadnaughts, the cost of which 
is so staggering. Indeed, he is sure of it, 
for“ Why,” he says, these tremendous 
warships, when an undersea boat can put 


your best and largest warship out of com- 
mission in a. twinkling?” , 

The visitor hazards the banality that 
if the war lifts from the shoulders of the 
great powers the cruel burden of taxes 
expended on sea armaments it will have 
brought blessings in its train. 

The minister gives three slow nods of 
acquiescence. 


British Colonies Doomed? 


He adds that, by a sequitur that to 
him is perfect y logical, the war also will 
bring the end of England’s colonial do- 
minion, a dom‘hion that sea power has 
built up. The visitor feels that he is get- 
ting into deep water and falters out some 
safe generality. 

The minister's English is a delight to 
the ear, the werds rightly chosen and the 
enunciation very scrupulous. There are 
only a few expressions that are not per- 
fectly idiomatic. One of the few of them 


comes when he says, as most Germans 


speaking EXnglish do, I have the impres- 
sion,” instead of It is my impression.“ 

-The visitor likes so well to hear him talk 
and is so interested in his point of view 
that he asks him whether he won't talk 
through Tus CHuIcaco TRIBUNE to the 
Germans in America—talk to them of the 
meanings of the war and the attitude of 


the Germans at home on the causes of — 


war. 

The minister debated with himself < over 
that question for many seconds. Then he 
said he would make a written statement 
of his views, which should be intrusted 
later to THe TRIBUNB. 

Meanwhile he talked on in his quiet, 
cautious way, frequently referring the 
visitor to documents on the causes of the 
war which have been published by the 
German government. 


Von Jagow Talks of U. 8. 

Now for the conversation: 

VON JAGOW-—Since England has all 
the cables in her hands it is not often 
that we get news from the othe: side of 
the ocean. But, judging from the little 
that I hear, I have the impression that 
the people of the United States are not 
accurately informed as to how the pres- 
ent war broke out and by whom it was 
caused. 

THE VISITOR—It seems to me certain, 
your excellency, that the American peo- 
ple, however ill or well informed they 
may be, hold pretty much one opinion in 
these matters, and that this opinion is 
most unfavorable to Germany. I think 
I may fairly add, however, that in Octo- 
ber that unfriendly opinion began to 
moderate a littl. This I gather from 
private letters I have received from per- 
sons whose judgment I respect and from 
articles in the newspaper which I have 
the honor to represent. But words could 
hardly exaggerate the bitterness of 
American feeling against Germany in 
August and September. 


Believes Truth Is Reported. 

VON JAGOW-—lI believe what you say 
about America, and I am sorry to have 
to believe it. But in war time, of all 
times, one does not shut one’s eyes to the 
truth. Let me add, sir, that I think that 
whatever may be your feelings toward 
Germany, you have been seeking the 
truth and telling it as you found it. We 
can ask no more than that. 

THE VISITOR—What I have been able 
to write has been partly the result, sir, 
of the alacrity of the German military 
authorities in giving me opportunities to 
see things. They appear to have nothing 
to conceal and you may like to know 
that in Maubeuge especially the officers 
punctiliously withdrew while an Ameri- 
can consul talked for many minutes with 
the mayor of the city. 

VON JAGOW—Good! Now it seems to 
me that under the influence of the Eng- 
lish censorship the truth has been utterly 
distorted in numberless cablegrams, with 
the result that a great part of the world 
—including your countrymen especially, 
I believe—is convinced that it was Ger- 
many who sudcenly attacked and sur- 
prised Russia and France and, most of 
all, declared war against England. Ap- 
parently the chief contentions are based 
on the German militarismus—or German 
Bernhardismus, as it is called in England 
by reason of a somewhat severe article 
written by a retired German general who 
wrote and published against England's 
oppression of the whole world. Thus it 
has been forgotten, or perhaps not under- 
stood, how this war actually was brought 
about. 

Von Jagow Reviews War. 

At this point Von Jagow was asked 
to review the causes of the war from his 
point of view. 

At the end of June,“ Von Jagow re- 
plied, as all the world knows, the Aus- 
trian crown prince was murdered by a 
Servian subject, and it was shown that 
the murder was committed at the insti- 
gatiom and with the help of Servian offi- 
certs. The Austrian government there- 
fore asked the Servian government to 
assist in the discovery and punishment of 
the guilty, and at the same time to give 
certain guarantees for the discontinuance 
of the ‘great Servian propaganda,’ the 
aim of which for years has been the sep- 
aration of the Slavic and Mohammedan 
nations and provinces from the peaceful 
scepter of the old Emperor Franz Josef.

“TheGerman government has not failed 
repeatedly to assure the English govern- 
ment that only in self-defense did Ger- 
many take up arms and that nothing lay 
further from its thoughts than the inten- 
tion to destroy France. Furthermore, 
Germany gave its word that, in case of 
a successful outcome of the war, it would 
make no demand on France for any 
French territory on the continent, and. 
more than that, Germany promised that 
it would refrain from attacking the 
French coast with its fleet. 

“ Again, it was all in vain, 

“The German military authorities had 
information that France intended to at- 
tack Germany through Belgium. To meet 
this attack the German army was forced 
to strike first by marching into Belgium. 
To this action, by which we had to n- 
jure the neutrality of Belgium, we were 
compelled by the fight for our existence. 
And it is on this action that England 
justified her participation in the war 
against Germany. 


Get Evidence on England. 

But from a speech made by Sir Edward 
Grey on Aug. 4 in parliament we know 
that England had promised her help to 
France before German troops had entered 
Belgium, making that help conditional 
only in the event of an attack by Ger- 
many on the French channel coast. Con- 
cerning the violation of Belgian neutral- 
ity by Germany not a word was said 
England took part in the war solely de- 
cause she belleved it to her interest to 
do £0. 

Later on the search of the archives of 
the Belgian genera! staff brought out the 
fact that England had a secret military 
arrangement with Belgium against Ger- 
many, thereby drawing Belgium into a 
serious breach of its obligations as a neu- 
tral power. 


England Against a Friend. 

Thus England joined hands with and 
put itself on the side of Russia—Russia, 
sir, which represents the most terrible 
despotism and which knows no religious 
or political. freedom. And it is th's Rus- 
sia which England assists in fighting 
against a country with which it is allied 
by so many cultural and commercial ties. 

But not satisfied with this alone, Eng- 
land demanded of Japan, which wanted to 
remain neutral, that it attack Kiau-Chau, 
thereby violating China's neutrality. 
Japan complied with this request and at 
the same time took possession of German 
islands in the south seas. 

It must, I should think, be perfectly 
cl:ar to every American that by this 
action not only the interests of all Europe 
but also those of the United States in 
eastern Asia are greatly endangered. 

“As an American citizen, do not you 
yourself see the Japanese menace?’ 

THE VISTTOR—I am not competent to 
speak on that point; but I do think I 
am safe in saying that the feeling among

| England has shown the Japanese the way 
to China, to the south seas, and probably 
also to India. 


England will Rue Day? 

THE VISITOR—Is it not inevitable that 
England will live ‘to rue the day? 

VON JAGOW—Time will show. And 
remember that it is not alone to Japan 
that England is showing the way. Our 
military prisons are full of men of every 
hue from deepest black to lightest yellow. 

THE VISITOR—What sound basis, in 
your opinion, can this policy have? 

VON JAGOW—In other words, you ask 
me how this delusion of England's can 
be explained? 

Being assured that his further elucide- 
tion of this point was s desired, Von Jagow 
continued: 

„Woll, as you may imagine, I have 
often thought over the matter, and 
it is my earnest opinion that it was 
the fear of being hindered by Ger- 
many in the rule of the world which it 
exercises by means of its fleet that made 
England take this step. England wanted 
to use the present opportunity to help to 
smash Germany, which, especially in 
commercial fields, has so successfully 
competed with it. 


Charges English Plot. 

„% Ag you may know from publications 
which the German government has given 
to the world, England for a long time 
had secret military arrangements with 
France, and, as I have already said, with 
Belgium. Similar arrangements with 
Russla were in preparation. And so Eng- 
land united with France, which had 
never got over the loss of Alsace-Lor- 
raine, and with Russia, which seeks to 
rule over all the Slavs in the world— 
united, I repeat, with these powers to 
save English marinism, which means 
nothing less than the absolute rule of 
the seas. 

„Germany fights, therefore, for her ex- 
istence, for the safeguarding of her bor- 
ders against the ceaseless menace of at- 
tacks by France and Russia. And she 
fights against the world oppressing Eng- 
lish fleet. 


England Back of It All. 

“To sum up, I have already drawn your 
attention to the publications which re- 
cently appeared in the Norddeutsche 
Allgemeine Zeitung, the official paper of 
the German government. The docu- 
ments which we published clearly show 
the part played by England in promot- 
ing the war by embarking on the danger- 
ous path of concluding with France and 
Russia, and even with Belgium, secret 
military arrangements which were di- 
rected against Germany. 

It is my firm belief that the encour- 
agement thus given to French chauvin- 
ism and to Russian nationalism is in the 
first place responsible for the outbreak of 
the war. Russia and France would never 
have dared an attack on Germany but for 
the help they expected from England. 
They felt sure that Germany would not 
force an attack by the English fleet. 


England wanted to uphold her su- 


premacy on the sea at all costs and all 
risks. She therefore joined our enemies. 
And it is, as a matter of fact, not saying 
too much to say that the whole war is 
due to English marinism, which claims 
the right to rule not only the waves but 
the whole of the world. 


Confident of Victory. 

To your friends and my friends, the 
Germans in America, I would say that I 
hope, and do not doubt, that the justice 
of our cause will give us victory, and 
that then we may be allowed to work 
only on cultural and commercial lines, 
as we have striven to work and did work 
during the last torty-four years. These 
years, without any exception, were given 
to the service of peace and the preserva- 
tion of peace. And to keep pea forever 
has been the most sincere wish of the 
German emperor—a wish, unhappily, not 
fulfilled.”

Much of the creosote is used for treat- 
ing railroad ties. Last year 89,500,000 
ties were treated at a cost of 2% cents 
each. This year there has been a severe 
shortage following the unsettled trade 
conditions. Many railroads have been 
compelled to change their treating sys- 
tems to zinc chloride treatment, generally 
considered inferior to creosote.

THE BRITISH EMPIRE. 

That British recruiting for the war needs stim- 
ulus is conceded even in Great Britain. The 
fact puzzles the unprejudiced observer, is made 
a jest in Germany, and concerns even the patriot- 
ic Englishman. Miss Carolyn Wilson, one of Tun 
TRIBUNP’s correspondents, who has seen the white 
heat of enthusiasm in France, being now in London, 
wonders at the apathy of the Londoners. 

Their world may be caving in about them and 
they are not emotionally concerned. They have 
raised a huge volunteer army, but additions to it 
are coming slowly. Now there is a hue and cry 
to get the volunteer. Poster and placard, music 
hall song and corner exhorter, bus banners and 
sandwich men with imposing type inform the 
Briton that his king and country need him. 

Russians, French, Germans, and Austrians are 
not implored. They come or are taken and the 
Briton seems sluggish. That starts the inquiry: 
What is the matter with the English, the Welsh, 
the Scotch, and the Irish? 

Great empires, we know, atrophy. They die of 
their ease and comforts, or their security and 
freedom from direct attack. They are fed and 
fought for by aliens. They raise a small profes- 
sional military class of high grade, but their levies 
of troops come from Dalmatia, from Gaul, from 
Africa, from the far ends of empire, from rude, 
coarse, fighting peoples, whose sons are whipped 
into shape and taught the use of the short sword. 

Great Britain is using Pathans and Gurkas, 
Hindoos and Sudanese, Canadians, New Zealand- 
ers, and Atistralians. Is the British empire ar- 


_ rived. at the Diocletian period of the Roman? Is 


it in the glowing and glorious but vanishing period 
of sunset which precedes the twilight? Is England 
now fed and fought for, sticking close to its ease 
and seeking its amusements and comforts, devoted 
to its games and mutton, unwilling to discard 
shelter and take to hardships? 

Superficially the facts might start this thought, 
but the same facts will bear investigation. In the 
first place, the rush to enlistment at first in Eng- 
land was so great that the government, which had 
to arm, clothe, feed, and train these volunteers, 
called a halt in self-protection. Untrained volun- 
teers are 80 much cannon fodder, and they are 
dangerous to any line into which they may be 
injected. Great Britain, an unmilſtary nation, 
was unprepared to take care of the masses of 
men who offered themselves, 

It was typically British that in declining the 
services of the thousands who offered themselves 
the act should have been neither gracious no: 
explanatory. Men were simply told that they 
were not needed. The first fine impulse of patriot- 
ism, involving the willingness of self-sacrifice im- 
measurable, was stopped. * it has to be re 
vived artificially. 

This also is to be considered. In generation 
after generation the British have fought wars of 
foreign policy and none of self-defense. A cab- 
inet might make a war and the British went out to 
fight it, purely a war of policy, which might be ac 
cepted or avoided. If the king In the old days, 
or the government in these days, decided to fight, 
the British fought. | 

Sir Edward Grey might have avoided this wur. 
In such ease the British would not have fought. 
No popular pressure would have been brought to 
bear on the government. You cannot convince the 
Englishman that he is fighting for national exist- 
ence, 


but .the Englishman will remain convinced that 
he is in a policy war, important enough and par- 
ticularly nasty, but. not touching his home or his 
national existence. The French know that they 
are fighting fer life. The German suspect or 
fear that they. are. Austrians, Russians, French, 
and Germans are fighting to keep their homes 
intact. The ‘British : pare fighting for the foreign 
office. 

Psychologically, the difference in emotion fs enor 
mous. It must be considered when the question 
of enlistments is ‘considered. England may have 
arrived: at the fed and fought for position in the 
British empire, but before reaching that concin- 
sion one would prefer to givé consideration to the 
other facts. - 


‘REFORM IN DANCE HALLS. 


The trouble with most dance halls in Chicago 


is this: They are run as an adjunct to the saloon 
business often the disorderly saloon. In many 
dance halls women of the streets, prostitutes, ha ve 
their hangout. It is they who start the proces- 
sion from the waxed floor to the barroom. It is 
they who set an example in the barroom as to 
what a “lady” should drink. They popularize 
immodest dancing. They diffuse an immoral and 
disgusting atmosphere about them. As they are 
dressed fashionably, far more fashionably ‘than 
the average working girl who attends these dance 


halis is, they are taken as authority, they are 


copied by the unsophisticated. The pander and 
procurer who is présent sets these underworld 
women up as an. example for innocent working 
girls to follow. Here a “lady” drinks highballs, 
why should hot she drink and be as “smart” and 
“fashionable ” as the lady ? . 

It is against, this evil—tie linking of dehelas 
with drink and immoral surroundings—that a fight 
Should be made. The elub women of Chicago who

Sancho could contain himself in phi- 
losophy with a piece of dried bread and an cnion, 
but when occasion offered he could take a couple 
of fat pullets and a hare to tide him over until 
dinner, when he might have something to eat. 

We hope that Mr. Pickwick does not observe us, 
although he was a person of modest stomachic 
achievement, who marveled at the fat boy’s capac- 
ity. Mr. Ben Allen and Mr. Bob Sawyer, we trust, 
will have other things to do than consider the 
weakness of this generation. 

The days of gluttony are gone, days of the ten 
hour dinner are departed from us. We do not eat. 
We measure our food to the capacity of our fur- 
naces and merely stoke. An effort to do more 
than this brings us to confusion and misery. 

We passed out of consideration in these parts 
some ten years ago, when a little group of men 
whose appetites were excelled. only by their cul- 


ture was invaded by death and broken up. If we 


do not allude to them by name it is because the 
art of eating has fallen into disrepute among per 
sons who cannot eat. 

ee e ee él, 
eating consistently, arrive by 1 in. the morning to 
the need of a little snack of sandwiches to tide over 
on the way home was the ordinary custom of these 
heroic digestions. 

It can’t be done any more. We are too fidgety. 
Digestion requires repose and contentment. It 
demands leisure and an untroubled mind, humorous 
jollity, not edged wit. Good digestion has been 
driven out of us by sloth and ease, by the jarring 
of street cars, and the screech of motor horns, by 
the necessity of dodging vehicles and pushing 
through crowds. 

Possibly we shall save ovrselves by acknowledg- | 
ing our limitations and not trying te do the im- 
possible, except once a year, and then feedly. 
The Romans, having lost their digestions, did not} 
adopt this rational,. course, but, relymg on the 
peacock feather, endeavored to force tired out na 
ture to sustain the assaults of food in fores. 

It was magnificent, but it was not wise, and by 
the time the Roman youth was green in the face 
from efforts to be Olympian at the trencher, good, 
sound, hard eating barbarians came and gobbled 
them down, barbarians who could subsist a week 
without anything and eat oxen whole when they 
got a chance. 

Oivilization brings in ten and toast, and, if that 
be accepted as the diet, persons may survive under 
civilization, but if any Yain longings for the flesh 
pots of old take control of a people in their 
digestive impotency, and if they. persist in tackling 
the roast ox and the fatted calf, sacrificing them- 
selves to the demon of repletion, they'll succumb 
to some hard eating barbarians, who can sit 
aronnd a roast for ten hours and arise the next 
morning without calling the medical man. 

Once a year it may be possible for a people of 
lost digestions to make themselves a feast, but 
even then, when the argument is turkey, let wie 
dom counsel against the second helping. It can’t 
be done. Cast mince ple into the outer dark- 
ness and consider the profit of thin gruel. Not a 
nap nor a ten mile walk will undo the ravages of 
the dinner which may threaten you today.

HERE are two independent sov- 

ereign states involved in the pres- 

ent war on opposite sides of which 

as yet no mention has been made th 

the enumeration of the belligerent 
powers. This is possibly due to their 
diminutive size. 

One of them is Monaco, which has 
thrown in ite lot with the allies, itereign- 
ing prince having lasued a Gecree provid- 
ing for the expulsion of all Germans, Aus- 
trians, Hungarians, and Turks from his 
dominions and for the imprisonment of 
all those who attempt to disobey the 
order for their exile. 

The other state is that of Liechtenstein, 
the reigning prince of which has espoused 
the cause of Austria-Hungary and Ger- 
many and has placed his littl army, 
numbering lees than 500 men, at the dis- 
posal of Emperor Francis Joseph. 


> 

It ig to be hoped that when the present 
conflict is brought to a conclusion these 
two tiny principalities will not be for- 
gotten. They may be overlooked. This 
has happened before. 

Thus in the war of 1866 between Prus- 
gia and Austria Liechtenstein joined Aus 
tria and ite troops were in the field against 
Prussia. No mention wes made thereof 
in the negotiations for peace, which cul- 
minated in the treaty of Nicholseburg. 

Indeed, it wae not until in 1882, that 10 
to say, sixteen years later, that the at- 
tention of old Prince von Bismarck, then 
chancellor, was drawn jokingly to the 
fact that, since there had been no peace 
concluded between Liechtenstein and 
Prussta in 1866, the two countries must 
be regarded as still in a State of war 
with each other. 

Prince von Biamarck, With that sort of 
saturnine humor for which he was noted, 
affected to take the matter quite seriously 
and caused the late Emperor William to 
dispatch a special mission to the reigning 
prince of Liechtenstein to patch up a 
peace with him in 8 form. 


The two loi wi who have been cash- 
jered by sentence of a general court 
martial at the headquarters of the Brit- 
ish army in France are John F. Hiking- 
ton, commanding a battalion of the Royal 
Warwickshire regiment, and Arthur B. 
Mainwaring, commanding a battalion of

There is now in the treasury to the cred- 
it of all funds some $11,500,000.

Last year’s fees, including inheritance 
tax, show an increase of about §2,000,000,

Figures on Capital Stock. 

Capital stock assessments made by the 
board show few changes in the figures 
of last year. Where such changes were 
made they can be attributed largely to 
increased assesaments on the tangible 
property of the corporations assessed. 

The capital stock of the Chicago City 
Railway company is assessed the same 
as last year, 2.893.680: the Chicago Raill- 
ways at 38. 708.989, as it was in 1913; and 
the Commonwealth Edison company 
$3,000,000. 

The Peoples Gas company, which re- 
ported an increase in capital stock, was 
‘Increased from $7,978,562 to $9,407,048. 
The Pullman company was raised from 
$4,700,000 to $5,042,482. ‘ 

Owing to the increase in its tangible 
property assessment there was no cap- 
ital etock assessment against the Chi- 
cago Telephone company, which last year 
Was assessed $1,084,197. The assessment 
against the American: Telegraph and 
Telephone was reduced from $.v,000 to 
840,000. And the Chicago Tunnel com- 
pany was given the assessment of last 
year, 650.000. f 


One Huge Increase Made. 

The most notable increase in capital 
stock assessment for utilities outside of 
the eity of Chicago was that on the 
Public Securities company. Last year 
it was given a nominal assessment of 
$1,000. This year the value of its capital 
stock above the value of its tangible 
property is held to warrant an assess- 
ment of 760.000.

TO BE EXTENDED 


That National League 
Favors Plan, 


BY I. E. SANBORN. 

The world’s series of 1916 will be decided 
by the winning of five out of nine games 
and patrons of the American and Na- 
tional league teams fortunate enough to 
get into it probably will be able to see the 
games at smaller cost than the prices 
which hitherto have ruled for the big 
event. 

President Johnson of the American 
league recetved word yesterday from 
Chairman Herrmann of the national com- 
mission that the club owners of the Na- 
tional league had been sounded on the 
proposition to lengthen the world’s series 
and the majority of them favored the plan. 
Some of them were disposed to make it a 
six out of eleven game affair, but others 
liked the nine game limit better. 


American League Favors Change. 
The plan was first broached officialiy at 
the American league’s annual meeting 
here early in the month, and the club own- 
ers of that circuit went on record inform- 
ally in favor of lengthening the post- 
season event to a maximum of nine games 
instead of seven, with a corresponding 
decrease in the price of the seats. The 
change could not be inaugurated without 
the consent of both major leagues and 
will be more formally discussed at the 
coming meeting of the Nationai’s club 
owners week after next. The national 
commission at its January meeting then 
will be in position to lengthen the fall 
event. 

The National league's attitude toward 
the downward revision of the scale of 
prices for world's series seats was not in- 
dicated by Chairman«Herrmann’s letter, 
but one move probably would not be fa- 
vored without including the other, as 
there has been talk for some seasons of 
reducing the seat scale, and the chief ob- 
jection was that it would create the im- 
pression it was a move to deprive the play- 
ers of some of their reward. 


Players Share in Five Games. 
By increasing the number of games the 
players will share in the first five games 
played next October, as it will require 
five victories to win the world’s pennant of 
1915. Consequently any reduction in the 
receipts will be partially offset by adding 
one game to the players’ pool. 

The players, however, are of secondary 
consideration, as the first purpose of the 
change is to give more patrons of the two 
championship teams a chance to see the big 
games and at a smaller cost. Every fall there 
has been serious complaint wherever the games 
have been played over the shortage of world’s 
series tickets, and when four games could de- 
cide the winner everybody wanted to see the 
first game played in each city, for fear of not 
seeing any others.

He talked the 
matter over with his dean, who recom- 
mended him to a library scholarship, and 
in January of his first year asa student 
he took a place in the library stacks, 
which required three hours a night for 
four nights a week.

30 MILES FROM CHICAGO. 


One of the most dramatic battles of the 
war was fought yesterday. In the en- 
gagement were Turcos, Uhlans, Prué- 
sians, and Frenth infantrymen. The 
French and Turcos opened the fighting, 
with a running attack down a deep wood- 
ed ravine. The attack was met and re- 
pulsed by the Prussians, and the French 
were driven back in an, almost hand to 
hand encounter. 

The daughter of a French commander 
led the Turcos. When they retreated up 
the ravine she finally forced them to turn 
against the Prussians in a wonderful 
charge. 

But at the most dramatic moment the 
fighting ceased, and the soldiers, forget- 
ting their hatreds, turned together to 
stamp out a number of incipient forest 
fires that had started among the leaves,

OF PHONE BOOKS 


Representatives of 13 Organ 
[zations Can't Witness Auto- 
matic Subscribers’ Count. 


PROTEST AGAINST SECRECY. 


Representatives of thirteen organiza- 
tions yesterday pleaded in vain for au- 
thority to take a hand in the counting 


ot the number of bona fide subscribers 
served by the automatic telephone sys- 
tem. 

A wordy battle marked by repeated ap- 
plause brought them defeat by a vote of 
4 to 9 before the city council committee 
on gas, oil, and electric light. The ma- 
jority of the committee took the position 
that giving outside organizations even 
semi-jurisdiction in the work would con- 
stitute the casting of discredit on the 
city employés already engaged on the 
task, under instructions from the council. 

There was an unofficial offer to let the 
organizations have free access to all in- 
formation collected during the count, 80 
they might be ready to impeach it if they 
saw fit when it is presented in the form 
of a report; but this offer was declined, 
and the demand for active participa- 
tion in the work was repeated. 


Demand Seizure of Plant. 

The situation arose as a result of the 
long pending request of the IIlinois Tun- 
nel company for council permission te 
sell its telephone rights and automatic 
equipment tothe Bell system. The Penny 
Phone league attacked the request with 
an assertion that the company had not 
fulfilled the franchise requirement of 
serving 20,000 bona fide subscribers. The 
league demanded the city proceed under 
the forfeiture clause of the ordinance, 
seize the plant and operate it. 

Ald. E. F. Cullerton had passed in the 
, council an order directing an investiga- 
‘tion of the alleged default by the depart- 
ment of public service, of which Mor- 
tague Ferry is comaissioner and G. W. 
Cummings is telephone supervisor. 

Immediately after this order was passed 
the Penny Phone league circulated and 
had signed by representatives of fifteen 
other organizations a petition for the ap- 
pointment of a special committee to as- 
sist the public service department in 
the count. The committee was to oon- 
sist of two aldermen, a “ reputable ac- 
countant,” a representative chosen by 
the Chicago Federation of Labor, anda 
representative to be chosen by the or- 
ganized women of the city. 


Signers Asked to Appear, 

At a meeting a week ago the question 
was raised whether the signers of the pe- 
tition suspected the honesty of the public 
service department and whether the or- 
ganizations whose names they signed had 
authorized that step. Because ofthis the 
sixteen signers were invited to appear be- 
fore the committee and state their posi- 
tions. 

Ten appeared in person, two sent let- 
ters, and one senta proxy. Several speak- 
ers emphatically said‘they did not impugn 
the motives of Mr. Ferry or Mr. Cunning- 
ham and none criticised the attitude of 
those officials. All said the best possibile 
safeguards should be thrown around the 
count because of its importance. 


Want an Honest Count. 

“The initiative came from us, and soit 
is only fair we be given-a hand in the 
count,” said John C. Kennedy, secretary 
of the Socialist party of Illimois. 

*““ We want to know that an honest count 
is being made, said Mrs. Charlotte Rho- 
eus of the Woman's Party of Cook County, 

„1 think we should insist the work be 
done in the open,“ said John Fitzpatrick 
of the Chicago Federation of Labor. “if 
it is done behind closed doors there is 
going to be a how! go up after it is over.“ 

‘* Bell or independents,” said M. L. John- 
gon of the Penny Phone league. They 
are after the money. The records show 
there is nothing they won't commit. That 
is the reason we are here with a request in 
the form of a demand.” 


Seek to Avoid Suspicion. 

“This committee should be appointed in 
order that there may be no suspicion 
about the count,” said D. F. Riordan of 
the Civil Service league. 

It is important that an honest count. 
one above all suspicion, be made,“ said 
Otto Cullinan of the Chicago Single Tax 
club. 

„ think Jn the interests of everybody 
concerned it would be well to have such a 
committee appointed.“ said Miss Herriet 
Vittum of the Woman's City club. 

„In the minds of many,” said Harry F. 
Porter, a director of the Progressive club, 
„there is serious doubt whether the com- 
pany now has or had at the time of the 
previous count 20,000 bona fide subscrib- 


ers.“ 


Merriam in Minority. 

Following the close of this part of the 
program Ald.Chas. E. Merriam moved the 
committee approve the appointment of 
the committee proposed with the excep- 
tion of the two aldermanic members. On 
this he was supported by Harry E. Lit- 
tler, James A. Kearns, and M. J. Healy, 
but nine—J. F. Ryan, C. F. Pettkoske, 
g. S. Walkowiak, J. B. Bowler, Jacob A. 
Hey, John Haderiein, F. B. Janovsky, G. 
p. Latchford, and M. J. Held—voted 
against him.

TWO HELD FOR 
SUBURB SLAYING 


Constable Traps Pair After 
the Stabbing of Saloon- 
keeper and Pushes 
Them Over Line. 


TEST FOR BLOOD SPOTS. 


Shoes of Men Said to Fit 
Footprints Found Near 
Scene of Lansing 
Holdup. 


—— 


Capt. O’Brien called in Detective 
Sergts. Goggin and Gavin yesterday. 
Bohemian Joe Sorner, a saloonkeep- 

er of Bernice, out near the Indiana state 
line, was stabbed to death and robbed by 
three men in Lansing, IIL, this morning,” 
he sald. Go out and get em.“ 

Some four or five hours later the C:hi- 
cago detectives got two of them—after 
they had been rounded up by a constable 
and two deputies of Schererville, Ind., 
and forcibly pushed across the state line 
into the arms of the waiting sleutha A 
station agent om the Panhandle railroad 
at Maynard, III., two miles from Lansing, 
was responsible for the arrests, 


Analyze Spots on Shoes. 

However, Deputy Coroner Gillespie has 
welded a chain of circumstantial evidence 
against the suspects which, it is expected, 
will be materially strengthened when the 
coroner's chemist makes an analysis of 
some dark brown spots on two pairs of 
shoes locked up in the coroner’s vault in 
the county building. The prisoners were 
brought to Chicago and locked up at the 
detective bureau for the night. 

The third of Sorner’s assaflants, who 
escaped in the murdered saloonkeeper’s 
buggy to West Hammond, where he aban- 
doned the rig, was traced to Gary, where 
a search was being made for him in the 
saloons and dives of the Italian quarter 
last night. 

Sorner had drawn $800 from the Lap- 
sing State bank with which to cash 
checks for employés of several brick com- 
panies in the vicinity. He was driving 
back to Bernice, two miles away, and 
had taken a side road leading behind the 
church. 


Neighbor Finds Body.. 

A few moments later Anton Matuszew- 
ski, another saloonkeeper and a neigh- 
bor of Sorner’s for the last seventeen 
years, who was driving in the same di- 
rection perhaps a quarter of a mile be- 
hind, came upon the body in the road. 
Sorner’s clothes were almost ‘torn off 
and there were numerous scratches and 
bruises on his body, showing that he had 
put up a desperate battle with his assaii- 
ants before one of them drove a dagger 
through his heart. 

Matuszewski left the body as he found it 
and notified residents in the town. For- 
mer County Commissioner Alfred Van 
Steenberg, Constable William Busack, 
Postmaster Fred Gidik Jr., and Dr. Wil- 
liam A. Potts organized a posse to search 
for the slayers. They found several wit- 
nesses who saw an Italian driving Sor- 
ner’s buggy toward the Indiana state line. 
Four villagers saw two Italians running 
through the woods and swamps toward 
Maynard about the time of the murder. 


Spread Alarm by Phone. 

Villagers spread the alarm to nearby 
hamlets by telephone. The station agent 
at Maynard remembered seeing two Ital- | 
lans walking elong the tracks. The larger 
of the two had come into the station and 
asked for a drink of water. He tele- 
phoned the constable at Schererville, and 
the latter, with two deputies, was waiting 
beside the railroad tracks as the two men 
came along. 

He took the men into custody, and after 
noticing what appeared to be blood stains 
on their shoes took them to the state line 
in an automobile, and without any for- 
mality shoved them over into the arms 
of the detectivea, who by that time had 
reached the scene of action. 

In the meanwhile Deputy Coroner Gil- 
lespie, sent by Coroner Hoffman in an- 
swer to a telephone call from Mrs. Van 
Steenberg, had reached Lansing, and 
took charge of the body. He found that 
the victim’s throat had been cut and that 
he had been stabbed through the heart. 
The highwaymen had overlooked the $800 
which was found in an overcoat pocket. 


Find Revolver in Woods. 

A search of the woods through which 
the two men were seen fleeing resulted in 
the finding of a revolver which they 
probably threw away, but the knife with 
which the murder was committed could 
not be found. The prisoners gave their 
names as Rocco Catanoires, 81 years old, 
and Allen Pinto, 28 years old. They said 
they lived in Gary. One was found to 
have $6 and the other 52. This led the 
authorities to the belief that the man 
who escaped in the buggy carried off the 
loot. 

The men were identified by eleven per- 
sons as two of three men seen loitering 
about the bank earlier in the day. Mrs. 
Bertha Ward, who lives near the bank, 
also identified them as the men seen run- 
ning through the woods following the 
stabbing. Three others saw them fleeing. 
They refused to talk. 

Their shoes were removed and were 
found to fit the prints In the roadway 
near where the body was found.

SUBWAY PLANS” 
TAKEN UP 


Move for Traction. 
Rellef. 


SUBCOMMITTEE 1S NAMED. 


Here is good news for the army of strap~ 
hangers! 
| Subway planning sprang into Hfe yee 
terday in the city halt. | 

The service betterment subcommittee 
of the council committee on local trans- 
portation recommendéd reopening the 
subject for consideration. Its report will 
go to the entire committee tomorrow and 
a motion probably will be made that a spe- 
cial subcommittee be appointed to jump 
into the work. | 

The plan proposed is for the construc- 
tion of initial through routes for the re- 
lief of downtown congestion. This is con- 
sidered the only plan left since the voters 
last spring killed the proposition for an 
independent comprehensive system, and 
its status is considered much improved 
since Mayor Harrison recently expressed 
his willingnes to lend his support to such 
a plan. ; 
Capitain Rolls the Ball. 

Ald. Henry D. Capitain started to roll- 
ing the ball that he believes will lead to 
definite results—actual subway construc- 
tion—before spring. It was upon his mo- 
tion the subcommittee recommended the 
reopening of negotiations with the trac- 
tion companies for the municipal con- 
struction of bores through the downtown 
district to be leased to the companies at 
a fair rental. | 

That plan is resting right where it fell 
last spring when the companies contended 
they should be protected against a reduc- 
tion of their rate of return at that time 
and the transportation committee came 
back with a flatfooted proposition that the 
companies pay a rental of 5 per cent on 
the cost of construction. The companies 
refused, and, although the requisite num- 
ber of signatures to the referendum peti- 
tion had been obtained, the question was 
kept off the little ballot. 

Mayor Harrison's “* comprehensive, in- 
dependent plan was beaten by a deci- 
sive vote in the election, and the only seub- 
way plans remaining under consideration 
were those for the short subways” to 
connect up broken streets on the west 
side. 


Third Track Problem. 

From time to time predictions have 
been made that negotiations with the 
traction companies would have to be re- 
sumed, but the decision for action came 
when the service betterment subcommit- 
tee took up the question whether the 
council would approve the laying of a 
third track in State street from Madison 
street to Polk street. 

The companies contend they do not need 
council approval for this extension and 
merely requested the consent of the su- 
pervising board, but action by that body 
was delayed at Mayor Harrison's re- 
quest until the council could have time 
to consider the plan. 

The subcommittee had before it several 
documents, including a resolution of pro- 
test presented by Ald. John Coughlin on 
behalf of State street property ewners 
and a communication from the supervis- 
‘ng board which after stating the request 
of the companies had not been acted 
upon called attention to the need of re- 
lief for downtown congestion and to the 
position of the board that subways offer 
the only satisfactory solution to the prob- 


lem. 


Why Fractional Relief? 

„What is the use of talking relief meas- 
ures that can be nothing more than frac- 
tional relief? Ald. Capitain suggested. 
“We always come back to the subway 
question.”’ 

On Chairman Block’s suggestion that 
the State street matter be disposed of be- 
fore other subjects were taken up, Ald. 
A. J. Fisher moved a recommendation 
be made to the traneportation committee 
that the city withhold its approval ot the 
third track plan. This was seconded by 
Healy and passed. 

During the discussion E. W. Bemis, the 
city’s representative on the board, said 
a new plan for looping back the cars now 
run into stub end terminals at State 
street was under consideration. Vice 
President Wilkie of the Chicago surface 
lines said the traction : also 
were working on a new plan which would 
be ready in ten days. 


All for Subway Action. 

Ald. Capitain then renewed his motion 
to recommend to the entire committee 
the reopening of the subject of initial 
subway construction, and it was passed 
unanimously. 

“Tt is up to the city and it is up to the 
companies to get busy on the problem,” 
Ald. Capitain said. It is the duty of 
the companies as well as of the city to 
get down to bed rock and reach a definite 


conclusion.” |

“TI send a recipe that I have tried and 
found good for Ruth M., who would candy 
vegetables: Mock Ginger—Wash several 
carrots and cut them into different small 
shapes and sizes.

water, one pound of sugar, one tablespoon 
of ginger extract, the juice of one lemon.

Let 
all simmer ten minutes, draw the pan 
from the fire, let it cool, and boil twice 
again in the same way. Put into glasses 
and cover.
